The accident happened on the Pcnn- 


sylva'nia railroad near Beavor Falls, 
which Is nearly fifteen miles west of 
this city. Olllclals of the road after nn 
Investigation at the scene of tbo wreck 
announced (hut there had been no loss- 
of lives In the wreck . 


All traffic on tho main liito was 


blocked for several hours. The mom- 
ber^s of the baseball commission were 
brought to thin city 
and continued 


their trip to New Yorlc by another 
train.

. London, Oct.- B—The best summai 


of Tjr.eat Britain's food control plan Is 
given by Lord Rhondda the Controller 
in the first issue of Ihe new fortnight- 
ly .magazine b elms begun to publish 
under the title of the National Food 
Journal, Jx>rd Rhonda states: 


"ATy policy, broadly.stated, is to fix 


the prices of those artltcles of prime 
necessity over the supply of which I 
can obtain effective control at-all the 
stages from the producer down to the 
retailer. Such prices, will as. far as 
possible,'ze bxed on (ho principle of 
allowing a reasonable pre-war,profit 
to those engaged In the production and 
distribution of the particular commod- 
ity. Indeed the policy will bo ono In 
effect of determining profits at every 
stage tlioughlt wllil take tho stage of 
fixing prices. 
. "Every effort will be made to pre- 
vent speculation and unnecessary mid- 
dlemen will bo eliminated. Existing 
agencies, I make n strong.point of this, 
will 'bo utilized for purposes of distri- 
bution underMIcense and-control and 


authorities. 


"I am anxious that producer, seller 


and .consumer should reaellze that the 
prices are not'being Interfered with 
In a haphazard 'way or without pur- 
pose. While I am prlmnrlly concerned 
with the protection of tho consumers.- 
I have to see that the legitimate iner- 
ess of food producers and other traders 
are safeguarded, and above .ill to nvolcl 
as far as practicable action which may 
ton dto curtail the necessary supplies. 


"It Is of course, impossible that In 


this crisis supplies 'can be provided 
to the same extent or with such reg- 
ularity as in times of peace, and tho 
consumer should also understand that 
h'o must of necessity pay high prices. 
My object Is to see that supplies are 
forthcoming as far as they are avail- 
able and the prices are not excessive.
